1 . The amendment filed 8/28/08 has been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment filed 8/28/08 places the application into condition for allowance by 
cancelling out the non-elected claims, and by remedying the 101 issue. Previous 
amendments added the necessary features which when combined in the claims 
distinguish over the prior art, in particular Nason even when combined with Schein. 
Independent claims (1 - method, 14 - method with pre-alert, 16 - method which 
determines if the first and second events occurred, 20 - method which intercepts the 
page flipping call, 25 - apparatus which describes sub-portions, 37 - apparatus like 
claim 1 , 39 - apparatus described as means) are not set forth in the prior art of record.
